Is  Up  11  Percent 
Over  Past  Quarter 

Enrollment  this  quarter  is  up 
11  per  cent  over  last  quarter  and 
4  per  cent  over  last  spring— in 
spite  of  the  statement  by  a  na¬ 
tionally  known  woman  judge  that 
the  number  of  women  in  colleges 
is  now  at.a,,5(}-year  low. 

Dr.  T.  E.  Smith,  registrar,  re¬ 
ports  that  there  are  almost  100 
more  students  here  now  than 
there  were  registered  for  the  win¬ 
ter  quarter  and  almost  40  more 
than  at  this  time  last  year.  Yet 
the  trend  continues  to  move  in 
the  other  direction  in  the  major¬ 
ity  of  institutions. 

Judge  Lucy  Somerville  Howor- 
th,  assistant  general  counsel  of 
the  War  Claims  Commission, 
speaking  last  week  before  the 
National  Association  of  Deans  of 
Women  in  Chicago,  declared  that 
there  are  fewer  women  i  a -colleges 
.  now  than  at  any  time  In  the  last 
.  50  years. 

Dean  Hicks,  who  attended  the 
•conference,  says  that  Judge  Ho- 
worth  blamed  the  national  emer¬ 
gency  to  a  misunderstanding 
about  the  present  ratio  of  women 
to  men  for  the  loss  in  women  stu¬ 
dents. 

Judge  Howart  pointed  out  that 
most  girls  suppose  that  our  pre¬ 
sent  national  ratio  of  1.8  women 
for  every  i  man  exists  exists 
throughout  the  population,  when 
actually  it  is  true  only  in  the  older 
age  groups.  Therefore,  high  school 
girls  are  mistaken  when  they 
feel  that  they  had  better  rush  in¬ 
to  marriage  if  they  are  to  get 
themselves  a  man.  The  truth  is 
that  among  young  Americans  the  , 
ratio  is  about  50-50.” 

President  Wells,  is  particularly 
-pleased  with  GSCW’s  enrollment 
increase  and  points  out  that  the  , 
trend  throughout  this  entire  year 
"has  been  one  of  addition  instead  ; 
of  subtraction,  despite  much  pub-  ; 
licity  to  the  contrary:

The  low  student  fare  on  the  C-3's  is  made  pos*. 
sible  by  the  elimination  of  luxury  items  of  ocean 
travel.  During  the  nine-day  trans-Atlantic  passage, 
most  of  the  students  will  live  in  dormitories  fitted 
with  clean,  comfortable,  double-decker  beds.  Stu¬ 
dents  will  be  responsible  for  making  up  their  beds 
each  day.  Meals  will  be  sedved  cafeteria  style. 

Everything  essential  for  the  health  and  welfare 
of  the  passengers  will  be  available,  on  the  ships* 
There  will  be  a  full  medical  staff  aboard,  a  snack 
bar,  and  facilities  for  recreational  and  social  activi¬ 
ties.

have  just  arrived  in  MilledgeviUe. 
This  primer  gives  the  Caribe-Cuna 
tribe  of  Panama  the  language  in 
phonetic  writing  for  the  first  time 
in  the  form  of  a  beginning  school 
text- 

’  The  Indian  primer  is  really  a 

project  in  which  both'  GSCW  and 
MilledgeviUe  have  had  a  large 
share  in  its  development,  both  or¬ 
ganizationally  and  as  individuals. 

The  production  of  the,  primer 
starting  these  devil  -  appeasing 
primitives  with  their  huge  nose 
rings  on  the  road  to  education  and 
Christian  civilization  was  under¬ 
taken  by  Dr.  Clyde  E.  Keeler, 
professor  of  biology  in  collabora¬ 
tion  with  the  heroic  native  mis¬ 
sionary,  Alcibiades  Iglesias,'7  and 
his  school  staff  at  Ailigandi,  San 
Bias.  Dr.  Keeler  has  not  only  plan¬ 
ned  the  cumplete  layout,  but  he 
has  also  drawn  all  of  the  iUustra- 
tions.  He  has  been  ably  assisted  in 
the  laborious  work  of  typesetting 
by  Martha  Saokely,  Sanford,  Fla. 
The  coUege  girls  and  the  citizens 
of  MilledgeviUe  are  contributing 
largely  to  pay  for  the  1,000  copies 
that  have  arrived. 

Dr.  Keeler  Uved  with  the  Cari¬ 
be-Cuna  Indians  last,  summer  as 
a  guest  of  the  native  missionry, 
while  studying  the  inheritance  of 
the  albinistic  Moon  -  children  that 
occur  in  such  amazing  numbers 
among  the  Caribe-Cuna  Indians. 
In  his  scientific  investigation,  Dr. 
Keeler  was  supported  by  a  grant- 
in-aid  from  the  RockefeUer  Foun¬ 
dation. 

The  GSCW  professor  expects  to 
take  this  edition  of  the  Indian 
Primer  with  him  to  Ailigandi  in 
June,  from  which  headquarters 
he  and  Iglesias  plan  to  start,  a 
campaign  for  reading  along  the 
whole  San  Bias  coast.  The  dever- 
tha  boys  discovered  during  the 
reading  campaign  wiU  be  invited 
to  found  a  boarding  school  on  the 
mainland  opposite  the  island  of 
AUigandL  These  students  wUl  be¬ 
come  advocates  to  establish 
schools  in  their  home  villages 
where  formal  education  has  never 
been  known.
